The number of Loan Funds in existence in 1 866 on Board’s Register was 94, being three 
less than in the preceding year. 

The circulation of Loan Funds throughout the country connected with the Board in 1866 
amounted to £o97,491 ; it fell short of that of the preceding year by the sum of £18,295. 



amounted to ±097,491 ; it fell short of that of the preceding year by the sum 

The capital of Loan Funds actually working in 1866 amounted to £156,292; it fell 
short of that of 1865 by the sum of £4,540. 

* From 18S3 Monts de Piete cessed to exist connected with Lean Fond*. 
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The number of loans made in 18G6 was 134,447; it fell short of that of 1865 by 6,604. 

The number of Notes sold by the Board in 1866, at Id. each, was 138,700; it 
fell short of the number sold in 1865 by 3,600. The produce of the sale of Notes in 1866 
was £577 18s. 4 d . ; showing a decrease, compared with that of 1865, of £15. 

The number of Debentures sold in 1866, by the Board, at Is. each, was 201 ; the 
produce of the sale of which was £10 Is. There was an increase in the number sold in 
1866, as compared with that of 1865, of 50, and in the produce of the sale of £2 l()s. 

The Gross Profits derived by Local Societies from Discounts, Fines, Sale of Application 
Papers and Cards, in 1866, amounted to £17,241 16s.; they fell short of the amount, 
derived from the same sources in 1865 by £284 17s. 8 d. 

The amount of Fines (one of the above-named items) in 1866 was £3,379 5s. 5 d . ; there 
was a decrease of fines in that year, as compared with the same item in 1865, of 
£5 19s. 9d. 

Tim amount of Surplus Profits applied to charitable or useful purposes in the several 
localities of Loan Funds, in 1866, was £1,716 2s. 9d., showing a decrease of such grants,, 
in that year, as compared with that of 1 865, of £102 4s. 7 d. 

The Board’s Income in 1866, derived from ordinary sources of Revenue, was —

The Ordinary Income of 1866 fell short of that of the preceding year by the sum of £12.

The Board’s Expenditure in 1866 was £830 lk. Ad . ; it fell short of that of 1865 by 
£20 17s. 8 d. 

The Board’s Expenditure in 1866 exceeded the income from all ordinary sources, in 
that year, by the sum of £105 12s. — It is to be observed that although there was no 
income from extraordinary sources in 1866, the assets for the year to meet expenditure 
were increased by two items, viz. — 

Re-lodgement by Solicitor (surcharge on Costs of 1865), . .£364 

Re-lodged by Secretary to meet Drafts drawn on 31st December, 18G6, 3 8 5

The continued falling off in Income, of 1866, is to be ascribed partly to the decrease in 
the produce of the sale of Notes in 1866, as compared with the same item in 1865, and 
partly to the circumstance of repayments of moneys advanced by Board to Aghada Loan 
Fund, and disbursed for Waterford King-street Loan Fund, having been made in 1864, 
and no similar payments having been received in 1866. 

It is to be observed that in 1859 there was an increase in the Board’s Income from 
sale of Notes and Debentures, over that of the preceding year. Since that period to the 
present there has been a continued decrease.
